THE SKiNAI, SKRVICK. 

I^R ACES of the system now Known 
^ the Signal Service date back 
many yeans. Botybius an ancient warri- 
or o "B. C. is said to have mentioned 
the .skill acquired l>y his corps, in 
sending messages. 

The Siynal Service as then known 
consisted of varied signs which mili- 
tary men used in conveying messages 
in different parts of field in time of 
battle. The Telephone and Telegraph 
were not then thought of. and urgent 
messages were often sent by means of 
signals. So complete did this means 
ot conveying messages become, thai 
persons could communicate at a dis- 
tance of ;o miles apart, or as far as 
the eye couid reach, assisted by field- 
gla sses. This system was also exten- 
sively used in our late Civil War. 

But when the din of war had passed 
and the soldiers returned to their 
homes to care for their families ami 
lands, the signal service had accom- 
plished its work, and it remained for 
the men thus employed to turn their at- 
tention in another direction. By this 
the telegraph had relieved the service 
from sending messages to the most 
important points, and so Brig. (Jem. 
A. J. Myers, seeing the importance 
of turning the signal service to anoth- 
er field of usefulness, assumed the 
two -mid duty of providing for the 
Army an efficient corps nf officers, 
charged with work of opening and 
maintaining communu alinns at the 
front, in time of war, and of noting 
the development and progress of 
storms and other meteorological phe- 
nomena, and reporting the same to 
tiie public with predictions and prob- 
able tuture atmospheric conditions. 
The Signal Service also transmits in- 



teligenee in reference to storms or 
approaching weather changes by dis- 
play of warning signals,ahd by reports 
posted in the different cides and ports 
oi the V. S. Maps showing the state 
of the weather over the U. S. are 
exhibited at boards of trades, cham- 
bers of commerce and other places of 
public resort. Bulletins of meteorolog- 
ical data from all the stations are prom- 
inently displayed and distributed, 
without expense, to the leading 
newspapers throughout the country. 
1 he Meteorological division of the 
I". S. Signal Service, was formally 
established in iXto. The progress of 
modern inquiry into the change taktiw 
place in the weather and especially 
into the phenomena of storms, had for 
many years previous strengthened the 
conviction that they are not capri- 
cious, but follow certain fixed laws. To 
provide, therefore, for taking meteor- 
logical observations, wiih a view to 
giving notice by telegraph and signals 
of the approach and force of storms, 
Congress passed a resolution Feb. oth 
1870, authorizing the Secretary of 
war, J no. M. Schoficld, of III., to 
carry this scheme imo effect. 
The organization of the meteorologic- 
al bureau under the auspicies of Bri T . 
(.Jen. Albert J. Myer and the division 
thus created in his office was designa- 
ted as die Division of Telegrams and 
Reports for the Benefit of Commerce. 
This' «-a, the first legislation of U. S. 
government inaugurating a national 
Weather Service in our broad extent 
of country, stretching as it dt.es over 57 
degrees of longitude and 22 degrees of 
latitude, affording exceptional advan- 
tages lor investigations and predicting 
the storms which cn^s its broad area. 
Espy, Redfield. I.oomis and Ferret, 
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in the U. S, , as well as many distin- 
guished metrologists abroad, had dis- 
covered thai, as a ride, storms move 
from West to Kast and oi'ten on the 
meridians, and had investigated the 
general law of storms, but their de- 
monstrations on the wide field of 
America, as well as the discovery of 
many details affecting the practical 
application of weather predictions 
awaited further, more extensive in- 
v estimation, more exact research. On 
June 10th, 1872, Congress approved of 
an act by which the Signal Service 
was charged with the duty of provid- 
ing such stations, signals, and reports 
as might be found necessary for ex- 
tending its research in the direction of 
agriculture. The agricultural socie- 
ties throughout the land entered into 
and cooperated with the Service in 
this new department of commerce. 
Scientific institutions, colleges ami lead- 
ing professional men, put themselves 
in direct communication with a view 
of facilitating this branch of the work. 
Jly this act the work oftheSignal Ser- 
vice made rapid progess. It received 
favorable notices from all of the prom- 
inent papers. and so favorably did it 
impress itself upon the eountrv that 
Congress was induced in the folluwiim 
year to pass another act. authorizing 
the establishment of Signal Service 
stations at the Lighthouse mid Life- 
Saving stations on the Lakes and sea 
coast, and made the provisions for con- 
necting the same with telegraph-wires 
and cables, to be constructed main- 
tained and worked under the direction 
of the Chief Signal-Service Officer or 
the Sec. of War, and the Sec. of the 
Treasury. 

To prepare men for this work a 
, s chool for tiaining was established at 



Ft. Myer, Va.. and a course of study 
consisting of accurate spelling, legible 
hand-writting, proficientcy in Arith- 
metic, Kng. Grammar, History and 
Geography, especially that of the U. S. 
With the above legislation and prep- 
aration the Signal Service .entered 
heartily upon its difficult work. 1,221 
reports are daily received from all 
p;irts of our own country and many 
from acoss the ocean. 

Telegraphic reports from 204 of 
the most inij.iort.tnt stations of the 
country are taken three times a day at 
the same hours and ad forwarded to 
Washington for the purpose of calcu- 
lating the possible changes of weather 
to take place within the next 24 
hours. So much skill is acquired in this 
office that all the reports are examined, 
and calculations made in within 45 
min. after they are received, From the 
result of this calculation, reports are 
sent to daily papers throughout the 
U.S., and men can know one day the 
kind of weather the next day will bring 
forth. 

On Aug. 24th 1.SS0. Brig. (Jen. Albert 
J. Myer, after a brief illness, passed 
from his earthly labors, but under his 
care aiuUvith his untiring labors the 
Signal Service had soVstablished itself 
as to become a re;d branch of the War 
I>opt. lie was succeded bv Chief 
Signal Officer, W m . B. ILuen. l' n - 
der the management of this, worthy 
officer especial attention was given to 
the Great Cotton Pelt of the nation. 
Farmers in the South leeognized 
the value of such a union and Hocked 
to its support. For riCVcn M!( : ( ;essfut 
years Chief Officer 1 la/en devoted his 
lime and talent in using the Signal 
Service to protect the property and 
lives of the people of the whulj roiin- 
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iry. J hen death seized upon him, and 
the WO rk fell „, 10tl the sflouiders uf 
the present incimiljeiit, A.tt* CI reek 
Chief Officer Greek has wro uu)n 
minor changes in the work, hut deems 
it wi-se lu carry out the most prom- 
ment plains of his predecessors. He 
has abolished the training school at 
Ft. Myer, and has established one on 
a broader basis in Washington Citv 
'I'hebuiluingat tt. >l>vr i< »mv occu- 
pied by Gen. Sheridan ;t> a' Military 
fust fur his troops from the West'. 
While his predictions of the >toruis 
and weather are not always correct, 
Villas the work goes on and theopet' 
ators become more proficient, we can 
hope iur more accurate reports. Since 
rheemire work i, .,uinewinn ; ,n ,. XK1 , 
mieiiL much support from the-eneral 
government and from individuals ha< 
]»«» withheld. Only a few dav> ago 
"l»'te;i number of the „ M1 N) th \. 
^emce employ were forced to resmn 
their positions because of the inabilitv 
Of the Service to increase their wa-es 
I realize the fact that I have .fven 
only a sketch of the luimdin^ and 

"'urk tings of the Signal Service without 
dealing very mud] wish the details, 
and many interesting pninn, such ;,> 
yuaginy the velocity of the wind, and 
the rise and fall of stream.?. have been 
entirely omitted. Suflice it to savthat 
the per. cent of the predictions of the 
Service now stands above ,So : and is 
-till on the in, rease. Thoughtful men 
l<>°k upon it as one of the blessing (if 
the roth Century established foiAhc 
benefit of the world.

FROM INDIA'S COKAL 
STRAND. 

Akola. Herar, India, 

Feb. jS, ISSS. 
Dear lh-:u.\u>: 

1 can hardly believe that 
I am in a heat hen city, though there 
is enough on every side to remind me 
that this is not a Christian land. This 
after not in. I passed through the great 
cotton market, where fortunes are 
made ami lost every day, just as at 
home. There was but little difference 
lo be observed except in the language 
and dress of the people. The bales 
of cotton reminded me of home. Im- 
mense cotton presses stand in a com- 
pound just on* of the city, and great 
piles df ccttou are heaped up oil every 
side looking i i k «_■ snowv mountains— 
the nearot approach to :iiin\v that we 
are likely tu see. 1 believe the Indian 
cotton is considered rather inferior in 
quality to the American. The cotton 
is ginned and pressed here, then 
shipped lo other parts of India. as well 
as to Knglaiul. Akolaison, the Great 
Indian Peninsula Kail-road, connect- 
ing Calcutta and Pombav, two great 
commercial centres. There is said to 
be a good deal of business done here, 
though the town seems dull and sleepy 
enough to our Western eyes. The 
scenery is rather monotonous, no 
mountains or valleys, for we are on 
the great plains of India. There is a 
pretty river winding its slow way 
through the town —the Mima river, 
which divides the old town from the 
new. Tite roads leading out in every 
direction, are broad anil smooth and 
well-kept, though just now as there 
has been no rain for months and will 
be none 'till I line, the dust is some- 
thing fearful. K very thing is parched 
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and dry, and the wonder is ih;it ihe 
trees are so green. There are sever- 
al fine avenues leading out of die city, 
lined with very large trees, on both 
sides. Some of them seem to have 
been imported from Europe as so 
much in India lias been; at least thev 
are not indigenous We find the Ac- 
cacia tree almost every where, the 
Hamboo, the Cypress, and many oth- 
ers of beautiful foliage, which are na- 
tives of India. 

I have never seen anything so love- 
ly as the moon light here. It is easy 
to read_by it. and the stars have a 
brilliance in these Eastern skies, that 
is wonderful. The sunsets are even 
more beautiful than in Tennessee, 
and I always enjoined them there! 
Akola is a city of sixteen thousand 
inhabitants— one third of whom are 
Mohammedans, a few Eurasians and 
Europeans, and the rest are Hindus 
of various castes. The Marathi lan- 
guage is spoken here, and throughout 
tile entire Iiumbay Presidency"! Imt 
Hindustani is the language of the 
Mohammedans. There is a'great sim- 
ilarity in the two, but Marathi is much 
more diffieuh to acquire. There are 
several heathen temples in the city. 
as well Mohammedan mosques, in- 
indeed the gospel has gained oulv a 
slight hold in the entire province 'of 
Uerar. '1'hese Central provinces have 
not heeu reached by missionaries 
hitherto as luvu the- Northern and 
-Southern portions of India. These 
pec.ple are a part of India's millions 
who have not heard the gospel, or at 
least have not accepted it. And vet 
I am often so .struck with the intelli- 
gence ofthc natives,lhat I wonder how- 
it can I *• thai thvy are heathen. Some 
<»f i lu- higher class are highly educat- 



ed, and are a very interesting people, 
but the masses are ignorant and de- 
graded enough, and the haughty U mil- 
iums, who are educated class, love to 
have them *o. 

There is a Roman Catholic Church 
ui this place, where no service is now 
held, and a pretty little church of Eng- 
land erected by the English govern- 
ment, where service is held for Euro- 
peans and Eurasians once in three 
months. We have an English service 
on the veranda of the mission Jliuigalow 
every Sunday morning, at seven 
o'clock, to avoid the heat that comes 
later in the day. A Marathi Sabbath- 
school in the morning, and a preach- 
ing service in the afternoon, are held 
in a small house, down m the busiest 
part of the town. Sunday i.s the great 
market-day, thousands of people gath- 
er in the market to buy and sell on 
that day, as no other. Men come 
I rum the country for miles around, 
and are often diawu into our meet- 
ings, where they listen attentively and 
wonderingly at the story of the Cross. 
After the services. Mr. Fuller goes 
into the market, or Uazanr. gathers a 
crowd about him, and preaches again. 
The season was so far advanced 
when I reached India, that it wes 
not thought best for the English school 
to open until June, when the fiercest 
heatot the season will be past. The 
school will be held in tins htrge.beau- 
tiful bungalow, which is so unlike 
the houses at home that [ wish I could 
describe it to you. It h. situated m 
a large compound, which has pleasant 
drves and walks bordered with a 
hedge, kept closely trimmed. The 
building is only one .story—the rooms 
having very high railings and thu roof 
is thatched with grass. This is to 
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keep out the heat and for the same rea- 
son, the walls are very thick. There 
are broad verands running around 
the house on every side— these are 
shaded with vines having beautiful 
flowers. Instead of one put of lilies, 
T have twelve pots, besides roses and 
the loveliest English violets. 

There is a good ileal of preparation 
necessary to work up the English 
school, and in these months of wait- 
ing, I am studying Marathi. There 
will probably he a vernacular Depart- 
ment to the school, and for other rea- 
sons, I could not be content to live 
among a people without a knowledge 
of their la ny u age. I hope to reach 
many of my dear bisk friends through 
the Hkrai.o, to whom I cannot write 
personally, hut to each of them 1 send 
my warmest love, and kindest greet- 
ing from India.
